International trains coming to Ger­ 
many are comfortably filled, while 
outgoing trains are crowded to be­ 
yond capacity and shipping accom 
modations are booked nearly three 
months ahead. # 
Most of the people in Germany 
are booked nearly three months 
ahead. 
Moat of the people in Germany 
are glad of It. Hotel keepers, taxi­ 
cab companlea, fashionable board­ 
ing house owners and others who 
thrive on foreign trade, are sorry 
to see their gold mines vanishing. 
But the Americans and others who 
think It is time 
to 
get 
“in tlie 
clear" In case something happens 
are going Just the same and the 
general belief la that 
the move­ 
ment has only begun 
Of course, the winter months al­ 
ways see a slackening of foreign 
visitors here. 
But It Is feared the 
usual spring influx will be lack­

Difficulties arising 
over pass regulations, over dwell­ 
ings, imposition of continual ex­ 
tortions and exactions, and the gen 
eral gloomy, hopeless, 
depressed 
atmosphere 
drives 
the

light-hearted, easy-going, matter of 
fact American to the railroad ala­ 
tion as fast as hi* business will 
permit. 
Foreigner Seeks Joy 
The eternal harping about “Poor, 
poor Germany." In every street car, 
bus. hotel lobby and private parlor 
la driving the foreigner to seek his 
homeland, where laughter and joy 
are not entirely extinct. Germany 
has. since the big slump in the 
mark, 
attracted 
many foreigners 
seeking 
this 
so-called 
financial 
"utopia.” Their surprise when they 
arrive and find that their posses­ 
sions of dollars, francs, pounds aud 
what not immediately set them up 
as a mark for profiteers, grafter*, 
tax exaction* and myriads of extor­ 
tion processes, leaves them gasp­ 
ing for air.

A minister holding revival meetings in Jamestown, 
Ky., fasted for a week, in the belief that thus he 
might “ be heard on high”.

ened him so that finally he could not stand on his 
feet and had to preach sitting down. 
He ended the 
revival without obtaining a single convert. 
Those who have read the life of Gautama Buddha, 
the great teacher of India, may recall a somewhat 
similar experience of his. 
He fasted to acquire re­ 
ligious enlightenment, but could not make the prog­ 
ress he desired. 
Finally, one day, after he had faint­ 
ed from hunger, he rose up and took food before the 
prescribed period of abstention was over, and there­ 
after fasted no more. 
He had found, he explained, 
that hunger, which weakened the body, also weak­ 
ened the spirit, whereas strength was needed for clear 
thought and spiritual growth.

There are, however, certain variations in 
the am ount consumed in different localities which 
point to the need of further pushing of the gospel 
of good milk. 
Big cities have a higher per capita rate of milk 
consum ption than smaller ones, until the towns of 
5,000 or less population are reached.
